GOVINA WAR VETERAN RESCUES 


FATHER FROM TERRIBLE DEATH 


Chester Burris, Trained in Hospital Corps, Util- 


izes Artificial Respiration to Revive Man 


after 15,000 Volts Had Made Contact 


Because he had perfected himself in 


the science of first aid and resuscitation 
during his war service at Cbmp Kearny, 
Chester Burris, 24 years old, former 
member of a hospital corps, saved his 
father, C- E. Burris, from what seemed 
certain death early Wednesday morn- 
ing at the .pumping plant of the Valen- 
cia Water Company on Azusa avenue, 
bringing life back to the man after 
15,000 volts of electricity had passed 
through the' elder man's body. 


The accident was one of the most 


spectacular that has ever occurred in 
the valley, and according to a statement 
yesterday by Dr. Wallace A. Keed, was 
also one of the most miraculous recov- 
eries from death in the annals of the 
medical fraternity. 


' The elder Burris is the operator of the 
pumping plant, which is driven by a 
powerful electric motor. 
During the 


night of Tuesday he said he was an- 
noyed by the flapping of a loose board 
on the roof of the pumphouse, and on 
arising he went to the plant from h'ls 
house nearby to remove it. He secured 
a quarter-inch length of iron pipe M-itu 
which to dislodge the board. Keeping 
in mind the fact that he was v, orking 
near the transformer, he Rep^'nis pipe 
at least a foot from the .jyfintact, but 
owing to the charged atmosphere of the 
wet morning the entire,^current jumped 
from the wires to JJb.e iron pipe and 
passed through thp'man's body. 


Burris was thjrown ten feet by the 


tremendous charge. The explosion was 
heard by hi(arson in the house, who rush- 
ed to thg.^umphouse. In the meantime,

credit through an occurrence while he 
was in charge of the pneumonic influ- 
enza ward at Camp Kearny.

ENTIRELY FEASIBLE, SAYS REAGAN 


Flood Engineer in Covina Viewing Success of San 


Dimas Canyon Dam, Asserts Great Stream 


Can Be Held Behind Concrete.

The most significant fact noted in 


connection with the exceptionally heavy 
rainfall of the past two weeks is that 
the San Dimas wash, always in the past 
a menace to the Covina. valley, was 
controlled by the uncompleted dam in 
the San Dimas canyon. 


An aperture four feet by six, leading 


directly through the dam, and consti- 
tuting one of two such apertures that 
arc later to be fitted with electrically- 
operated gates, was left open during 
the storm. Xo way of closing it, had 
been devised. The dam was not in com- 
mission, and has not been completed 
and therefore not accepted by the coun- 
ty flood control department. But this 
dam let through just enough water to 
be comfortably carried by the wash that 
bisects the Covina valley in a south- 
westerly direction, and damned up the 
remainder. A large body of water was 
caught behind the dam, although the 
aperture was continuously open. Auto- 
matically, when the rains ceased for a 
few hours, or even for an hour at a 
{time, the water behind the dam flowed 
((through and out, nearly emptying itself 
between heavy showers. This kept the 


floods if no gates were ever placed in 
the structure. Only the amount that the 
wash-bed can contain can flow through 
the aperture if wide open, he said. But 
with gates in the dam the amount let 
out can be graduated, so that in an 
ordinary storm the water can be let out 
so gradually that it will all sink into 
the ground before the end of the wash 
has been reached by the water. 


DEVIL'S GATE FUNCTIONS 


Automobile loads of interested Covina 


people made the journey on Tuesday af- 
ternoon to Devil's Gate dam above Pas- 
adena, where Engineer Reagan had in- 
vited the people to see the gates opened, 
following the filling of the great dam. 
A great crowd, numbering several thou- 
sand people, with automobiles that com- 
pletely blocked the roads to the dam at 
one time, congregated above, below and 
on top of the structure, and watched 
the mighty rush of the waters through 
one aperture of seven by ten feet. 


The opening of this gate had been ad- 


vertised for 2:30 in the afternoon, but 
owing to the additional rains of the 
night before, the engineer was obliged 
to order one gate opened at ten in the 
morning, as the water had reached a 
depth of ninety feet behind the dam 
and was running over the spillway. Be- 
cause of the fact that the Arroyo Seco 
(dry wash) was continuing to pour an 
enormous flood into the lake behind the 
dam it .was necessary to give the dam 
an outlet.

had its baptism last year, but there was 
not an excessive rainfall, or any one 
exceptional storm last year. Reviewing 
the great storm we have just passed 
through, the greatest single rainfall for 
one storm in twenty-five years of my 
observation in this county, we find that 
Devil's Gate has backed up water to a 
depth of one hundred feet behind the 
structure, creating a great spread for 
hundreds of acres in thc canyon, and 
has paid for itself already through pre- 
venting the damage to homes and farms 
that would have been inevitable with- 
out this great barrier.

have to guess as to the amount of dam- 
age prevented, for we have previous 
storm damage for comparison. 


The dam in San Dimas canyon in the 


east end of the county is but partially 
completed, yet it controlled the flow of 
flood-water during this storm, and only 
allowed enough run-off through a single 
base outlet to make a stream that the 
wash-bed could accommodate without 
trouble.

The last storm 
would have silted up the Long Beach 
larbor to a point where many thousands 
would have been necessary of expendi- 
ture if it had not been that the flood 
control diversion system sent the flood 
waters away from the harbor.

who attend. That committee, in thia 
orthcoming report, will undoubtedly 
oresent the concrete facts in the case; 
or it is the general remark that it is a 
;ood 
committee, representative 
and 


rustworthy; but aside from these mere 
essential facts touching the high school 
tself, and the things it needs, there are 
ther things upon which this committee 
cannot properly report; phases and as- 
>ects of the high school matter that no 
array of cold figures can reach. In the 
ligh school situation, as in most of the 
other important problems of life, there 
are elements that arc intangible, not re- 
ducible to a cash basis by any scheme of 
appraisal, and yet they are the very 
things that reach us with the most pow- 
erful appeal. Of course we need not re- 
peat again that the very best and dear- 
est things of life have no equivalent in 
dollars and cents. 


However much the present high school 


plant may need fixing, there is no dis- 
pute upon the proposition that the pres- 
ent high school district is satisfactory. 
The Covina high school is the natural 
place for the accommodation of the 
high school students of Charter Oak, 
West Covina, and Baldwin Park. It is 
central, a next-door neighbor of eaSy 
approach over excellent roads that arc 
always open, and it is on thoroughly 
good terms with both these districts. 
Given the company and support of 
these districts, and the means to ade- 
quately provide for them and Covina, 
the Covina high school will very soon 
be an institution of increased and grow- 
ing capacity, importance, and influence 
throughout the whole district, and even 


the whole region round 
throughout 
about. 


But right now we stand at the point 


where the road forks. One way that is 
open to our choice can lead us, by the 


development. Her people, of both town 
and country, have put their money and 
themselves into this new movement, 
aiming at a growing city directory, 
more homes and good ones, more business 
firms, and more business; more strangers 
within our gates as well as more resi- 
dents, more roads, more production, 
more prosperity generally. They have 
put behind them the timid fears of fail- 
ure that always arise to depress the 
new departure, and the selfishness that 
so often limits action, and have set 
forth to spend themselves and their 
money for something higher and better 
than their own immediate personal ad- 
vantage.

Now if the initiation of this 
praiseworthy endeavor to go forward 
and be something is to be featured by 
failure to get the best in this high 
school matter, the start forward will 
seem to be slipping backward at a rate 
that is discouraging indeed. If this com 
munity is to go on to something better 
and larger it cannot afford to lag be 
hind the procession in public school, and 
particularly high 
school, enterprise

today. If our high school attendance 
increases as fast as it has been increas 
ing for the past few years we shall have 
an enrollment of 500 students before we 
realize it. But this attendance is ccr 
tain to increase faster in the future 
A growth of ten per cent, per aniuin 
will not continue to be the ratio.

centage of drop in the navel orchards. 


This fruit that has dropped, is all 


indesirable, according to a statement 
to the Argus yesterday from packing 
officials, and its elimination in the or- 
;hard is a matter of cangratulation, as 
it will not later show up on the sorting 
table 
and 
cause 
expense 
through 


mechanical elimination. The presence 
of this undesirable fruit n the packing- 
house is a menace to the good fruit, the 
officials say, as it causes decay of good 
fruit through innoculation, and in spite 
of careful sorting, will get into fruit 
placed in transit, resulting in a heavier 
percentage of decay on the way to mar- 
ket. 


The present drop is a gift of value 


to orchardists and not in any sense a 
loss to growers, the packers assert. 


Much of this dropped fruit was in- 


jured and loosened during 
the 
high 


windstorm of a few weeks ago. It was 
conceded at that time that some fruit 
was injured. 


The rains will cause the navel crop 


to make sizes this year, more than wip- 
ing out any eliminaton through drop- 
ping, it is stated.
